Within the last ten years, almost 
three million dollars have been do- 
nated by various persons and or- 
ganizations to McGill University, It 
vas stated in a report presented to 
Board of Governors recently. Be- 
quests to Macdonald College iovor 
the same period of time .totalled al- 
most half a million. 

Grants to tho amount . of $462,350 
■were given, of which $343,800 came 
from the Province of Quebec, $19,000 
3; s ;fr6m the Federal Government, and 
$10,000 from the City of Montreal.

That the Montreal Orchestra le In 
a very precarious position financially 
is. emphasized by the fact that Sir 
Arthur Currie ls : launching a per 
sonal appeal for funds among the 
graduatee, fellows, and governors '■ of 
the University. Rua letter sent, to 
them, Sir Arthur points out . that 
they should be particularly ? pleased 
with the success ,ot • tho Orchestra 
since Its, formation by ■, Dean ^Clarke 
of the Faculty- of music,' The week- 
ly concerts have given work to many 
of the, excellently trained unemploy- 
ed musicians of Montreal. 

The terms under which the musi- 
cians play are that His Majesty's 
Theatre, for the use' of the" hall, gets 
40 per cent, of tho proceeds, each 
week,, tho other ' 60 '.'per ' cent, being 
divided among. th«,'. 70 musicians; 
This averages ÎG.00' per man, 

■ Funds Short, ■■. 
At present, there is only enough 
money ii) tho treasury to maintain 
these concerts for another' three 
weeks. Sir Arthur • points out that 
a city llko Montreal, claiming to bo 
L city of culture, . should be willing 
to see the dissolution .of .suoh on or 
ganlzatlon , as the Orchestra.

Dalhousie's Head 
Deplores Modern 
Teaching Methods 

Maritime Principal Claim- 
Greater Democracy Needed 
In Canadian Education 

FEES INCRE ASED 

President Stanley Praises 
Systems Used Mainly In 
British Universities

It has been claimed by Dalhousie'a 
new president, Carlcton W, 'Stanley, 
ormerly of McGill. that thore has been ' I 
l decline in' Canadian educational * 
standards in the past few years, 
attributed this decline to swollen 
tendance in colleges and high schoo : 
Canadian institutions of learning are 
understaffed even for much smaller at- 
tendances and aro thus unablo to dp 
tho work they woro intended to do 
President Stanley says that It Can 
Is to maintain tho glorious demobraoy'v'y,' 
that has featured her educational sys- -, 
torn in tho past this decline must • 
eliminated. He praised the widespi 
system of scholarships in British 
versitles and stressed tho need 
greater development along such li 
in Canadian universities. 

Cost Lowered 
"The one direction in which we' hayo 
grown away from democracy," he coni .' 
tinued, "is that the cost of education 
has increased greatly. This is caused «' 
by the lncroased attendance and- the 
subsequent need for more buildings ana ' 
larger staffs, and not through the In- 
crease in teachere' salaries. . t roiiié 
have riot nearly kept up with the c 
of living." 

The president remarked that s 
universities have tried to decrease 
attendance , by increasing . the coe 
fees. He said that this was maJtln 
very hard for poorer boys and 
rural schools to gain higher learnrnft^

The only plausible .reason I can see 
for these faults'ls that Elmer Ries was 
using his material- somewhat as a

As Stark Young expresses it, "What 
another man might struggle 'to- force 
into a revelation of his stats of soul, 
the author of 'The Adding Machine' 
brings sharply to market."

'. "Trained university graduates, not 
les or breadlines, aro the real sources 
of Increased employment and prosper- 
ity," declared Professor T. N. Carver, 
chairman of the Department of His- 
tory. Government, and Economics, Jn 
an interview yesterday. "In America 
today thero aro. great ' demands for 
certain Important -.commodities. We 
have In tho country an ample supply 
of raw materials, labor, capitol, and 
buyers. Trained organizers aro trio only 
links in this chain which are missing, 
. and which keep tho cycle from becotn- 
; : ing complete. Only mno who have 
mastered the theory of modern Indus- 
trial methods aro capable of regulating 
an industry so that U .7111 yield sur- 
",- ficlent profits to pay a reasonable vmge 
: to the laborers. Today .ve find «ew 
such men, especially In Europe, and 
those who have charge of tho large 
; . business . corporations cannot make 
them pay enough to give sufficient 
wages, — henco the employment. The 
'unemployed have no right to ask the 
busy peoplo of the world to support

them. The responsibility of the em- 
ployed to" the unemployed does . not 
rest on financial support. And aid can 
only bo righteously accepted by those' 
out of work, as charity. 

"A University without some sort of a 
business school Is hardly justified In 
tho present condition of the ■world." 
Professor Carver continued. "This' I 
believo to bo true for tho majority' of 
eastern universities, where emphasis on 
humanistic study and indifference to 
tho conditions of a more or less re- 
mote outerworld prevail. Without cer- 
tain definite vocational ainiB a student 
at a college of this sort is quite use- 
less in tho present economical crisis. 

"ftr ordinary conditions tho student 
at an endowed university owes no ser- 
vice to tho world. Humanistic learn- 
ing, the pursuit of art and letters, he 
can then, .claim as his occupation^ in 
the social sysiem. But In tho present 
state of the world no matter what 
type of person he may be, he must en- 
list In a" compulsory service for -hum-* 
anlty. '
